“MEDICAL OFFICER’ WARNS ON 
SUMMER VIRUS INFECTIONS 


“If children were to be spared the risk of infection from gas- 
tro-enteritis, infantile diarrhoea, hepatitus, poliomyelitis and’ other 
virus diseases which were more Severe during the summer, the 
Strictest attention to hygiene in the heme was essential,” Dr. 
Leyden Medical Officer of Health to the Shire of Altona, said this 




















week. 


Dr. Leyden was commenting on 
recent advice given by Dr. Kevin 
Brennan, Chairman of the Health 
Commission. 

“While people of all ages are 
prone to infection by these and 
other ‘summer infections’; most 
admissions to hospitals are in- 
fants under two, and most fatal 
cases occur in this group. 

Unfortunately the number of 

cases continues to be heavy each 
year, and summer is the period 
of greatest danger. 
* Dr, Leyden said, that the virus 
and bacteria responsible for 
‘summer infections’ were spread 
from person to person and by 
flies. Medical science had not, 
with the exception of polio, 
found an effective counter. 

“The best way to control these 
diseases is to-prevent their spread, 
and it is an unfortunate fact that 
neglected personal hygiene, par- 
ticularly after visiting the toilet 
is the prime source of infection.” 

Dr. Leyden recommended that 
everyone, particularly those in

“If everyone follows these 
simple rules, the risk of infection, 
and the danger of children con- 
tacting these distressing and dan.

Later, various Duch navigators 
made discoveries on the south 
and west coasts, notably Abel 
Tasman in 1642, and de Vlamingh 
in 1696. The only Englishman, 
Wilham Dampier, visited the west 
coast in 1688 and 1699. 


APRIL 29, 1770 


Captain Cook ianded at Botany 
Bay. 


AUGUST 23, 1770 


Captain Cook took possession 
of the eastern coast in the name 
of His Majesty George III. 


JANUARY 26, 1788 


Arrival of the first fleet at 
Botany Bay. As this place was 
not considered suitable the ships 
moved on to Sydney Cove. On 
the above date Governor Phillip 
took formal possession on behalf 
of the British Crown of about half 
the whole area of the continent, 
ie, east of the 135th meridian. 
(In 1825 this was extended west- 
ward to the 129th meridian—the 
present Western Australian 
border.) 

The territory was named New 
South Wales. 


JUNE 14, 1825 


Tasmania, or Van Dieman’'s 
Dieman’s Land as it was then 
called, separated from New 
South Wales to become a separate 
colony, 


JUNE, 1829 


All the territory west of the 
129th ~medidian was constituted 
the Colony of West Australia. 


AUGUST 15, 1834 


South Austratia was constitu- 
ted out of part of which was 
originally New South Wales. Only 
portion of the present area was 
then transferred but in 1861 the 
remainder was added. In 1863 the 
Northern Territory was also 
transferred but in turn was passed 
to the Commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia in 1907. 


SULY 1, 1851 
Victoria, “Bounded on the 
north and north-west by a 


straight line drawn from Cape 
Howe to the nearest source of 
the River Murray and thence by 
the line of that river to the 
Eastern boundary of the Colony 
of South Australia”, is the area 
transferred fron: New South 
Wales to become Victoria. As a 
fact, of course, Victoria had al- 
ready made a sound start by 1835 
commencing through the activities 











Wales Government. 


JUNE 6 ,1859 


Queensland, the last of the 
Colonies, was deleted from New 
South Wales. 


For several decades the 
Colonies progressed independ- 
ently with various and fiuctuat- 
ing fortunes. Towards the end 
of the century the desire for 
Federation became strong. In 
1898 the Draft Constitution was 
submitted to the electors in 
each State. It was accepted 
except in New South Wates 
and re-submitted in 1899 when 
New South Wales then agreed. 


JULY 9, 1900 


The Commonwealth of Austra- 
lia Constitution Act was passed. 


This is “The Constitution’ of- 
ten referred to. It, inter alia, 
“Originated the name Ccmison- 
wealth of Australia and the 
various colunies became States. 
Incidentally a forgotten clause of 
the Constiiution reads, “In 
reckoning the number of the 
people of the Commonwealth or 
a State or other part of the 
Commonwealth, aboriginal natives 
Shall not be counted.” 


The Constitution was signed by 





Queen Victoria who in a procla- 
maticn dated September 17, 1900 
designated January 1, 1901 as the 
official date constituting the 
Commonwealth ot Australia. 


JANUARY 1, 1901 


Prociamation of the Common- 
wealth.in Sydney. 


MAY 9, 1901 


First Federal Parliament was 
opened in Melbourne by the Duke 
of Cornwall and York (who later 
became George V), amid tre- 
mendous celebrations. It has been 
said that if the Commonwealth 
of Australia had its birthday on 
January 1, 1901, it had its bap- 
tism on May 9. 


Between 1788 and 1902 was a 
time of hardships and set backs, 
of disillusionment and heart 
breaks, but also of fortitude 
and self-sacrifice and achiev- 
ments. In that time were the 
epic journeys of Bass and Flin- 
ders, Wentworth, Sturt, Eyre, 
Stuart, and Bourke and Wills. 


Our records tell how the 
Colonies became self-supporting, 
of the fluctuating fortunes of the 
squatters, the discovery of gold, 
of the growth of our cities and 
of a national spirit culminating 
in the Federation of the Com- 
monwealth of Australia, 


We feel that these dates will 
be of Interest tc all. At any rate 
they put into perhaps better per- 
spective Australia Day .and its 





significance. We close our list 
here.
